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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues "there is no mention of 
obtaining the control voltage for the driving circuit of the cooling fan by utilizing a storage means for storing a control table" more 
specifically, "Sugawara does not determine the control voltage for the fan based on the control table corresponding to the class to which 
the outside air pressure detected by the air pressure sensor belongs and to the temperature detected by the temperature sensor, thereby 
controlling the fan according to the voltage, as does the present invention." (remarks page 2). This however is untrue. Sugawara 
demonstrates in figure 4, and describes in column 8, line 34 that "an output of the barometer in... and the a temperature compensation 
value [applicant's control voltage] is acquired form a table of air pressure versus temperature." Perhaps more easily understood from the 
flow chart (figure 4) the temperature compensation is gathered using input from both air pressure and temperature detecfion values. 
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
